HE ray of hope first infused by Mr. Conger’s message from Peking was soon intensified 
T by the confident assurances of the Chinese Minister in London that the Legations were 
| safe. The so-called Imperial Government of China surely merits the utmost blame for 
| keeping the civilised world in such terrible suspense as to the fate of the Europeans and foreigners 
| generally in Peking. The Shanghai reports, circumstantial in every way, were callously allowed 
| to remain uncontradicted. Relatives and friends of the threatened Ministers, and of all who 
| sought shelter with Sir Claude MacDonald at the British Legation, had been plunged into the 
| deepest grief, fearing the worst had happened, as detailed. The cold-blooded silence of the 
| Chinese cannot be too strongly stigmatised. Common humanity demanded the promptest 


| elucidation of the tragic mystery of Peking. But not till the eleventh hour, when Hope had

almost died out in every breast, was news of the safety of the Legations permitted to filter through 
diplomatic channels. 

The Story is Told Best by Mr. Brodrick, 
Lord Salisbury's clear-headed Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs. Replying to Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, Mr. Brodrick said in the House of Commons on Monday last : ** We have 
very little in the way of news from China, but perhaps the House would like to be made aware of 
the statements made to us with regard to the safety of the Legations, and the view of the 


Government upon them. A communication has been received at the Foreign Office 


From the Chinese Minister 
to the effect that the Legations were unharmed, and we have received from Shanghai a translation | 
of an Imperial Decree dated July 18, as follows— 

***Tn the Confucian work, ‘Spring and Autumn,” it is written that Envoys shall not be killed. 
How can it then be supposed that the Throne’s policy is to connive at allowing the troops and 
populace to vent their wrath upon the Foreign Ministers? Excepting the murder of the German 
Minister hy the riotous people, which offence is being vigorously investigated, the other Ministers 
are being protected for a month past by the Throne, with a ceaseless energy, and fortunately have 
suffered (? group omitted) harm.’ 


* A telegram was received on Friday at Shanghai from the Governor of Shantung transmitting 


A Cypher Message from the United States Minister 


to his Government, which purported to have left Peking on July 18 [that is, Wednesday week]. 
This message was undated, and was to the effect that the United States Minister was in the British 
Legation under fire from shot and shell. The date given by the Chinese to the United States 
Minister's telegram is the same as that of the above decree, and the assurances of safety contained 
in decree are not borne out by the latter. 

‘The Consul-General telegraphed to the Governor of Shantung, asking how it was that a 
message from Peking could reach Chinan-Fu in two days, and why we had had

A fresh dramatic surprise awaited us in the 
morning papers ou Tuesday, wherein we were

* Peking Legations are safe, and about to 
proceed to Tientsin." 

Atan early houron Tuesday morning the follow- 
ing was issued from the Chinese Legation in 
London— 

Sir Chih-Chen-Lofengluh, Chinese Minister in 
London, has received the following telegram 
from Sheng, under date Shanghai, July 23— 

** Information from Peking, July 18. 

“Tsungli Yamen deputed Wen - Jui, ai 
Under-Secretary of Department, to see foreign 
Ministers, and found everyone well, without 
missing any—the German Minister excepted. 

** Yung-Lu is going to memorialise the Throne 
to send them all under escort to Tientsin in 
the hope that military operations will then be 
stopped.” 


Peking’s Suspense 

may, meanwhile, be realised afresh by perusal 
of the Paris Figaro’s statement. Our esteemed 
contemporary on Saturday last published a diary 
which was kept at Peking by M. Saussine, one 
of the French student-interpreters, up to June 10. 
On May 28 he wrote that news had been received 
of the destruction of a Christian village twenty- 
five miles from Peking by the Boxers. The 
destruction of four railway-stations followed, and 
‘the Ministers then protested to the Tsungli 
Yamen, which body professed not to know any- 
thing about the matter. 

On May 30 the Ministers presented an ulti- 
matum to the Chinese Government, which con- 
sented to a force of marines coming to Peking to 
guard the Legations. Sir Claude MacDonald 
informed the Chinese Government that it was no 
longer a question of local trouble, but one of 
life or death. for the Chinese Government. In 
consequence of the continued Boxer attacks, the 
Ministers on June 4 determined not to treat any 
further with the Chinese. Government as repre- 
senting any control over the populace. 

** We know for a certainty that a brother of 
Prince Tuan has hidden several hundred Boxers 
in Peking,’’ the writer states, and adds that the 
same day the Deputy - Governor of Tientsin 
declared that he had received orders from. the 
Emperor not to take action against the rebels. 

On June 9 it was known that the Chinese 
Government refused any longer to be responsible 
for the acts of the rebels or to guarantee the 
safety of the foreigners. A meeting of the 
members of the Diplomatic Corps was held, at 
which it was said the Ministers had been told to 
leave Peking, but they had refused. Messages 
were then sent to the Consuls asking for more 
troops. An anxious night was spent, the 
members of the Legation being up and on watch 
all night, expecting to be attacked at any 
moment. 

The following day, June 10, at 7 a.m., it was 
known that the telegraph-line had been cut, and 
that the reinforcements asked for could not 
arrive at the Legation until the next day. 
Meantime, Prince Tuan was raised to the 
Presidency of the Tsungli Yamen by the 
Empress, the foreign Ministers at once refusing 
to communicate with him. This day 10,000 
rebels were said to be in the neighbourhood 
of the Legations, and the members of the 
various staffs were worn out with constant 
watching for the attack they expected every 
night. 

Another Shanghai Report of the 
Massacres 
was forthcoming on Tuesday. It came from the 
Shanghai Correspondent of the Daily Mail, who 
cabled on Monday last that a letter from 8

It is a noteworthy fact that it was not until 
Tientsin had been captured by the Allies, and 
the city partly burnt, that the Imperial Govern- 
ment at Peking vouchsafed to give the Great 
Powers some hope that the Europeans and 
Americans in the Capital had not shared the 
sad fate of the German Minister. 


British Sailors Fought Pluckily 


As ever with the troops of other nations in the 
series of tough engagements before Tientsin, 
and not a few brave lives were lost in the 
encounters with the Chinese, whose leader, 
General Lieh, was reported killed. Among the

in what manner was thus described by the trusty 
Tientsin Correspondent of Reuter’s Agency— 
At daybreak on July 13, forty-two guns of the 
Allied troops bombarded the native city, causing 
great damage and many large conflagrations, 
and completely silencing nearly all the guns 
within the city. Simultaneously 1500 Russians, 


been occupied by the Chinese, and cleared it 
after three hours of the hardest fighting we have 
yet experienced. The Japanese, British, and 
French field batteries, and the British machine- 
guns, poured in a hot fire, to which the enemy 
retaliated with a deadly rifle-fusillade. 

After the arsenal had been evacuated by the 
enemy, the Americans, French, and Japanese, 
and the Welsh Fusiliers advanced towards the 
native city.

Russians with a Gatling gun. The Russians had 
also secured cover, and for some time there was 
desperate fighting at point-blank range. The 
Russians skilfully worked their Gatling, and 
gallantly held their own until the arrival of two 
companies of their compatriots. The Chinese 
then sullenly retired towards the native city, 
although during the retirement they kept up a 
continuous fusillade, which, however, was not 
very effective. 

The Hong-Kong Regiment and the Japanese 
contingent inflicted considerable loss on the 
enemy. The Russian casualties were in excess 
of the enemy’s, but they are mostly slightly 
wounded. 


Jack Tars Maintaining Order 
» in Tientsin. 

Laffan's Correspondent in Tientsin informed 
us that Sunday, July 15, was devoted to looting 
the native city. It would be impossible to cable 
a description of the scenes enacted there. 
Property worth millions of taels has been taken. 
The whole city is filled with an indiscriminate 
mob of Chinese. and. soldiers of all nationalities, 


who are &mashing open the shops, chests, and |

HERE was an exciting finish to the match between

troops were surprised and surrounded by a party of Boers, 
whose numerical superiority was some 150 to 12. Instead, 
however, of surrendering, as they were asked to do, Captain 
Towse and his men fought most gallantly, and eventually 
drove the Boers off. In this exploit Captain Towse was 
unfortunaté enough to lose his eyesight.

The Mallinson Divorce Suit: One Thousand 
Pounds Damages.--In the Probate and Divorce

and Cossart " was resumed. It was a petition presented 
by the husband, Mr. Thomas Mallinson, a commercial 
traveller, Praying for the dissolution of his marriage on the 
ground of the alleged misconduct of his wife with the 
co-respondents, Gower and Cossart. ‘The former was said 
to be a railway official, and the latter a member of a firm 
of wine-merchants in the City. The respondent and the 
co-respondents denied the allegations in the petition.

titioner for damages. The jury, after forty minutes’ 

eliberation, found that the respondent had been guilty of 
misconduct with Gower and Cossart, and that the petitioner 
had not been guilty of misconduct or cruelty. They assessed 
the damages to be paid by the two co-respondents at £500 
each. His Lordship granted a decree nisi with costs against 
both co-respondents, and directed that the damages be paid 
into court within fourteen days.
